Britain Signs 
European Coal, 
Steel Treaty 


LONDON HF — Britain signed a 
treaty today linking it with the Eu­ 
ropean coal and steel community— 
the 
former 
“Schuman Plan” — 
which is the first European federal 
institution with wide economic and 
political powers. 
Britain 
is 
traditionally 
wary 
about shackling itself to any form 
of European federation but the at­ 
titude has softened with the com ­ 
ing of the atomic age. Last sum ­ 
mer Foreign 
Secretary Anthony 
Eden committed British troops to 
continental defense for the first 
time. 
The treaty was signed for Britain 
by Duncan Sandys, now minister of 
housing. 
But as the former min­ 
ister of supply he was largely re­ 
sponsible for steering Britain into 
close association but not full m em ­ 
bership with the community. 
Jean Monnet of France, director 
of the community’s “High Author­ 
ity” signed for the organization, 
followed by the ambassadors of 
Germany, Italy, Holland, Belgium 
and 
Luxembourg 
whose govern­ 
ments are full members. 
The 
idea was 
known 
as 
the 
“Schuman Plan” when it was first 
devised in 1950 because Robert 
Schuman, 
then 
French foreign 
minister, invited Germany and all 
other interested 
European coun­ 
tries to merge their coal and steel 
industries. 
Schuman’s idea was that the or­ 
ganization would provide a solution 
lo one of the traditional causes of 
war between Germany and the rest 
of Western Europe by giving m em ­ 
ber countries access to the pooled 
resources of the community’s coal 
and steel industries.

The selection of Daley, who is 
Cook county clerk and head of the 
p arty in Cook county, aroused bit­ 
te r statem ents Monday from the 
two other announced candidates, 
M ayor Martin Kennedy and Ben­ 
jam in Adamowski 
Kennedy, who was refused en 
d orscm ent by the regular Demo 
cretic organization, severely criti 
cized the slatem akers and their 
procedure. 
“ The phoney draft is over,” Ken 
nelly said 
“ The socalled hear 
lugs conducted by the nominating 
com m ittee were a farce ” 
lie said that the “ integrity of 
local g o v ern m en t'’ is at issue in
